HEAUTIFUL NAME 

^\F all the beautiful names which come as 

a heritage from the days of the Dons 
in California, there is none more beautiful 
than that of Sierra Madre. For sound or 
significance its charm cannot be e: celled. 

This thought came to mind during a 
recent public gathering when the name was 
pronounced in as many w'ays as there were 
speakers. Choice variants of the correct 
pronunciation were “Syrri Maddri” and 
“Saira Maddruh.” There were all shadings 
between these two extremes, with the name 
pronounced correctly by not more than one j 
speaker.

^^OLLAPSE of that grandstand in Pasa- 
dena on New Yeai’’s day has brought 
the customary wave of indignation that fol¬ 
lows public tragedy on a large scale. There 
is always a prompt demand for two things: 
that somel)ody shall pay the penalty, and 
that such a thing shall nevei' happen again. 
And the public usually forgets when other 
things obti'ude themselves to divert atten¬ 
tion.

ADVERTISING CUTS PRICES 

Persons who have not given the sub¬ 
ject of advertising serious thought may be 
inclined to believe that standard products 
could be sold cheaper if the manufacturers 
did not spend so much money in advertis¬ 
ing them. The contrary is the truth, .says 
the Hemet News. 

Every conceni which seeks a general 
mai'ket for its goods finds it necessary to 
set aside a certain sum each year for ad¬ 
vertising, and this is charged as a part of 
the operating expenses, the same as rent, 
fuel and insurance. The aim of the advertis¬ 
ing manager is to buy the largest possible 
circulation among persons w’ho would be in¬ 
terested in his product. 

Every manufacturer has certain fixed 
charges which must be paid out of the re¬ 
ceipts from the business, and the larger 
the volume of business that can be created 
the less per article is charged for the pay¬ 
ment of overhead costs. This volume of 
busine.ss is obtained only by creating a de¬ 
mand for the goods, and it is most quickly 
and cheaply done by direct appeal through 
the newspapers. 

1 he same principle which obtains in 
the case of the general advertiser could be 
allied in the business of the smallest mer¬ 
chant. The quicker the turnover which a 
dealer is able to make the sooner his profit 
IS olitained and the cash is put in the till 
for new purchases. Advertising of the prac¬ 
tical kind will help to make quicker sales 
and more frequent profits. The result is 
that the retailer, with the aid of the gen¬ 
eral advertiser, is able to maintain standard 
puces and quality in the widely adverti.sed 
articles.

now in trust,* would be withheld 
for another two years, pending 
completion of the grading of the 
highway by the state. 

Since twoc onvict camps are now 
established to insure completion 
of the grading of this state road 
by next summer, and rock sur- ■ 
facing is being applied as fast as 
the grading is completed, more 
than $100,000 will thus be avail- , 
able to the state highway commis¬ 
sion next summer for the paving 
of the 17 miles from Briceburg 
to the park boundary. 

It is expected that the Highway 
will be opened to traffic during 
the coming summer. It is ex¬ 
plained that the trust fund for 
the park entrance road was estab- i 
lished when the National Park 
Service pertnitted the advance sale 
of park entrance permits for au- ^
